THE AVERAGE man who enters the 
profession of dentistry does so 


with two ideas in mind. One, and . 


it probably comes first, is to make 
a living for himself and the family

he hopes to have; and the other is 
to make living for the other fellow 
just a little more comfortable. If 
he was seeking thrills he would not 
enter a profession at all, but would 
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take up tightrope walking or driv- 
ing racing cars. 

Yet there are some members of 
the dental profession who, ignor- 
ing all signs and symptoms, take 
more chances than the tightrope 
walker and racing driver com- 
bined. The only difference is that 
they take the chances with the 
other fellow’s life. But the results 
to them may be just about as dras- 
tic. The average man wants to keep 
out of trouble—and the average 
man is wise to feel that way. 

In the field of exodontia, for 
example, the general practitioner 
is constantly met with inviting 
looking ropes stretching out for 
him to walk. There are two things 
to be kept constantly in mind. Nev- 
er make a “snap” diagnosis of even 
the most simple extraction, and al- 
ways tell the patient if anything 
untoward happens—or is expected 
to happen. 

There are times when it is not 
only convenient but good practice 
to leave a root in place. But never 
do this without telling the patient 
it has been done, unless it is de- 
sired that the patient go to another 
office at a later date and have a 
roentgenogram taken which will 
show the apparent neglect of the 
first operator. Malpractice suits re- 
sult from this sort of treatment. 

If a patient presents complain- 
ing that during an extraction in an- 
other office the tooth broke, and the 
other operator gave him a “tough” 
time, it is a good plan to explain 
that teeth are frequently broken 
purposely, and that in this case it 
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will also be necessary to fracture 
the crown. Then, if the crown does 
fracture, the patient is prepared 
for it; and, if it does not, he thinks 
a wonderful operation has been 
performed in avoiding any break- 
age. It is always best to let the pa- 
tient expect the worst, and then, 
when it does not happen, a real 
practice builder has been created. 


Surgical Preparation 


Most dental offices are reached 
by climbing a flight of stairs. 
When a patient enters, breathing 
heavily, and asks to have all his 
remaining teeth removed, the 
tightrope is stretching right in 
front of the operator. What do 
these external symptoms suggest? 
Possibly goiter, with accompany- 
ing circulatory disturbances. Is it 
not asking for trouble to give this 
patient a general anesthetic? 

What does the smell of acetone 
on a patient’s breath indicate? 
Diabetes. And is a diabetic a good 
risk for multiple extractions? 

Do bluish gingival tissues mean 
anything? Does the patient with 
small ruptured blood vessels just 
under the skin of the face tell the 
operator anything? This usually 
means high blood pressure, with 
an increased likelihood of pro- 
longed hemorrhage. It is a wise 
man who notes these symptoms 
and follows his own diagnosis in- 
stead of following blindly the pa- 
tient’s directions to perform mul- 
tiple extractions. 

It is always a good plan to note 
everything about a patient which 
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is visible to the eye. Is the patient 
overweight, and why? Do his 
clothes hang loosely on him, denot- 
ing sudden loss of weight? Why 
did this take place? If it is not ap- 
parent, ask him. The patient will 
appreciate these precautions. No 
matter how casual a patient ap- 
pears, the removal of a tooth is not 
an everyday occurrence to him; 
and the operator who takes, time to 
get a history of the case will rate 
higher than one who goes right to 
operating as soon as the patient is 
seated. 

The same might be said about 
taking the temperature of a patient 
before surgical procedures. It may 
take a moment longer, but it fre- 
quently is the means of warding off 
difficulty for both patient and op- 
erator, and it certainly raises the 
operator in the eyes of the patient. 
No patient likes to feel that he is 
in the office on borrowed time, 
and that the dentist is champing at 
the bit to get on with the next one. 

Premedication for surgery is 
often resorted to, and this is an- 
other inviting tightrope. In many 
vases there will be no bad effects, 
but the next one may be altogether 
different. Suppose while driving 
home the patient gets into an acci- 
dent and is killed or injured—or 
kills someone else. What then? 
Never use premedication unless the 
patient has been previously warn- 
ed, and is accompanied by another 
person. Or, if it should be neces- 
sary, one of the office staff should 
conduct the patient to his home. If 
nobody else is available, the opera- 
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tor must do this himself. Patients 
appreciate these things, and higher 
fees are possible. 


Restorations 


But surgery is not the only field 
in which the tightropes are strung 
out. There is always the patient 
who comes in complaining that a 
restoration has dropped out a few 
days after it was placed. If this 
man sets himself up as an adver- 
tising agency for the office where 
that restoration was done, it won’t 
do the office any great amount of 
good. But if the patient was told 
that when restorations come out 
within a short time after being 
placed it is because the patient has 
fractured them in some way before 
full hardness has been obtained, 
there is a totally different story. In 
most cases the patient will come 
back to the office admitting his 
own carelessness, and be perfectly 
willing to pay for the re-insertion 
of the restoration. These accidents 
are not the fault of the dentist. Ex- 
plain that to the patient, but ex- 
plain it before the accident takes 
place. Then, if there should be no 
accident and the restoration is a 
success, the patient pats himself on 
the back for having taken such 
good care of it. Put the onus on the 
patient when it rightfully belongs 
there. 


Denture Patients 


Never guarantee any dental 
treatment, particularly in the field 
of prosthetics. Many patients try to 
get a guarantee with dentures. 
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These people should be asked if 
the man they bought their last pair 
of shoes from guaranteed them to 
last as long as their feet. It is just 
as reasonable to expect a pair of 
shoes to last a lifetime as it is to 
expect that amount of service from 
a denture. If the patient says Doc- 
tor Brown, down the street, will 
give such reassuring promises, 
take him to the door and get him 
on his way before he changes his 
mind—and send Doctor Brown a 
bottle of aspirin to combat the 
headaches which are coming his 
way. A patient who has a guaran- 
tee, either implied or stated in so 
many words, will be back to plague 
the giver with the regularity of an 
installment collector. 

What about roentgenograms? 
The patient should never be al- 
lowed to think they are taken for 
the dentist’s own convenience. No 
operator should ever tell a patient 
he is taking roentgenograms to as- 
sist him in removing a tooth. The 
roentgenogram is taken for the ex- 
press purpose of indicating in 
which way the tooth may be re- 
moved to cause the least pain or 
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trauma to the patient. In this in- 
stance the dentist is thinking of 
the patient’s good and not of his 
own convenience; the patient’s 
estimation of the operator goes up 
in proportion—and the roentgeno- 
grams are paid for with a smile. 

Some patients may object to a 
certain fee, and make the statement 
that the fees are the result of the 
operator having too expensive 
equipment. What is the answer to 
that? In order to give the patients 
the best possible service it is neces- - 
sary to keep abreast of the times, 
and take advantage of all the scien- 
tific improvements which are in- 
troduced. In the old days, extrac- 
tions were performed by the vil- 
lage blacksmith. Would this pa- 
tient like to have his service done 
in those surroundings? 

There are two main factors to be 
remembered if the dentist wishes 
to keep out of difficulty. The first 
is correct diagnosis, and the sec- 
ond is placing the onus of responsi- 
bility where it belongs.

MANUFACTURERS of air condition- 
ing devices have now at last begun 
to produce efficient, low-cost small 
units which can maintain the op- 
timum temperature and humidity 
necessary for a dentist to give his 
best service with the least fatigue 
to himself and the most comfort to 
his patients. The apparatus for

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anything like this has heretofore 
been large and costly. “Movie” 
houses, office buildings, retail 
stores, hotel dining rooms, restau- 
rants, beauty parlors and barber 
shops installed them. 

One supplier of air conditioning 
machines to such users has just 
made a survey of their reactions. 
Virtually everyone was delighted 
with the results of air conditioning. 
They reported that employees 
showed less fatigue, increased their 
work output, reduced their errors, 
were absent and tardy less, pro 
duced cleaner work, and conduct 
ed themselves better. Customers 
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like air conditioning, are less 
irritable, and easier to serve. It 
attracts new customers. 

Person-to-person relationship is 
the dentist’s chief interest. The 
more comfortable and calm people 
are, the better they get along, and 
the more enduring their associa- 
tions; air conditioning of dental 
offices helps. 

The climate we live in affects 
our physiologic reactions and our 


behavior. In hot weather we must - 


perspire, but not excessively. 
Otherwise we become fatigued. 
When the weather is hot and hu- 
mid our perspiration cannot easily 
evaporate. The moisture we pro- 
duce clings to us like an overcoat. 

In a hot, dry atmosphere, in an 
overheated room in winter, we suf- 
fer another effect of moisture im- 
balance. The nasal mucous mem- 
branes dry up. We become irrita- 
ble. Fouled air also wears us down. 
It contains noxious contaminants, 
such as soot, traffic debris, animal 
exhalations, germs. 

Men have accomplished most for 
themselves and their fellows in the 
climate of the North Temperate 
Zone. In this climate belt have 
arisen the great civilizations of 
the earth and our fundamental in- 
ventions. The surgings of temper- 
ate weather stimulate us, but we 
must protect ourselves against 
greater weather changes than our 
constitutions can endure. 

Those of us, say dentists, who 





More comfort and efficiency are two advantages to dental 
personnel and patients in an air-conditioned office. 
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must work indoors are obliged to 
regulate our own climate. If we 
shut doors and windows to con- 
serve heat in winter or to shut out 
heat in summer, we stop the cir- 
culation of air. Yet we require the 
circulation of air to bring fresh air 
to our lungs, and to carry away 
fouled air. We need that circula- 
tion also to aid our bodies main- 
tain normal temperature. And 
there is a stimulating value in the 
mere contact of fresh air against 
the skin. 

The ideal climate in which we 
can work efficiently has been the 
special study of members of the 
American Society of Heating and 
Ventilating Engineers and of the 
manufacturers of air conditioning 
equipment. It has a temperature 
that ranges between 68° and 82° F. 
and a relative humidity range be- 
tween 30 and 60 per cent. This 
ideal occurs often enough and long 
enough in our North Temperate 
Zone to make this belt the most 
stimulating in the world. 

But it is only an ideal. In Saint 
Louis, for example, only thirty-five 
days out of the year are within 
this temperature range. Residents 
of Saint Louis, incidentally, must 
be prepared to deal with weather 
that has ranged from a high of 
110° F. to a low of 22° below zero 
F.—a swing of 132°. Other wide- 
ranging U.S. communities are Bis- 
marck, North Dakota (159°); 
Pierre, South Dakota (155°); 
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Boise, Idaho (149°); Helena, 
Montana (145°); Winnemucca, 


Nevada (144°) ; Omaha, Nebraska 
(143°); Dubuque, Iowa (142°). 
New York ranges from 102° to 
14° below zero; Chicago from 
105° to 23° below; San Francisco 
from 101° to 27°; New Orleans 
from 102° to 7°. 


Working Temperature 


The most satisfactory tempera- 
ture for working indoors depends 
on the temperature outdoors. The 
warmer it is outdoors, the higher 
may be the temperature indoors. 
As the outdoor temperature goes 
up the indoor temperature should 
also go up. It should go up more 
slowly, however. For an outdoor 
temperature of 90° the indoor 
temperature should not be lower 
than 78° for the most comfortable 
and efficient working conditions. 
Relative humidity should be main- 
tained between 30 and 60 per cent. 


Air Conditioning Processes 


To maintain optimum working 
conditions an air conditioning ma- 
chine must bring fresh air into a 
room and circulate it. The appara- 
tus must also filter incoming air 
because the atmosphere of all our 
large cities is foul with soot, filth 
and debris. Hay fever pollen is also 
a contaminant in many localities. 
In summer incoming air must be 
cooled and dehumidified. In win- 
ter overheated, overdried air must 
be driven out. 

A fan within the air conditioner 
draws air through a filter (which 
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may be removed and cleaned as 
necessary) and over cooling coils 
similar to those in a mechanical re- 
frigerator. As air cools it gives up 
its moisture. The fan may be re- 
versed to drive fouled air out of the 
room. 


Concerning Dentistry 


Although air conditioning can 
greatly benefit the dental patient, 
the dentist, and his assistants, it 
makes insignificant differences in 
mechanical procedures. High hu- 
midity might cause trouble in pack- 
ing a gold restoration, if the den- 
tist did not have to pass the pellet 
of foil through the flame to make 
it adherent. High humidity delays 
the hardening of plasters. But the 
dental technician adjusts his tech- 
nique to that situation. High room 
temperatures make waxes a trifle 
dificult to handle. Temperature 
and humidity affect the develop- 
ment and drying of x-ray film. But 
the sum of all those slight troubles 
does not in itself seem to warrant 
the use of air conditioning equip- 
ment. 

The advantages to patients and 
personnel do seem to make these 
devices worth while. The benefits 
to dental practices include the 
following: 

1. An air-conditioned office has 
prestige. 

2. Patients will come in despite 
hot weather. This prevents sum- 
mer slump of business. 

3. Patients are likely to be pleas- 
ant in a comfortable office. 

4. Patients are relieved of phy- 
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siologic adjustments for maintain- 
ing normal body temperature. 
Therefore, they experience less 
strain while in the dental chair. 
In an air-conditioned office the 
dentist and his assistants are more 
comfortable and efficient. They do 
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hot weather they all do their work 
more easily. They can maintain a 
professional calm and escape the 
tensions that are likely to develop 
in dealing with patients during hot 
weather. An air-conditioned office 
should help any dental practice.

MEDICAL MEN today no longer dis- 
parage the concept that there ex- 
ists an etiologic interrelation be- 
tween diseases of the body (soma) 
and disturbances of the mind 
(psyche) . Indeed, the term psycho- 
somatic, which expresses this con- 
cept, is now commonplace in the 
medical literature. 

“By and large,” Hinsie states, 
“psychosomatic medicine has to do 
with the translation of mental con- 
flict into physical terms.”? Popular 
expressions and daily experiences 
afford numerous examples of this 
phenomenon which is technically 
known as conversion. A person is 
afraid, and his knees tremble; he 
is embarrassed, and he blushes; he

is confronted with a vexing prob- 
lem, and he complains of a “load 
on his chest.” 7 

Some time ago I had the oppor- 
tunity to observe the tragic effect 
of an emotional trauma in a child 
twelve years of age. This child was 
a diabetic but doing well with 
small doses of insulin. The day be- 
fore he was to be discharged from 
the hospital, he was referred to the 
dental department for the removal 
of a deciduous molar which was 
slightly infected. As the roots were 
almost completely resorbed and the 
tooth mobile, it was simply re- 
moved, employing for an anesthet- 
ic a topical application of ethyl 
chloride. The child did not appear 
unduly apprehensive during the 
extraction. Twelve hours later, 
however, the child lapsed into a 
diabetic coma and died. Postmor- 
tem examination proved negative. 
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A pediatrician, when asked for his 
opinion, put it this way: After the 
extraction was performed, the pa- 
tient’s liver, his pancreas, in fact, 
all his glands and organs, “went on 
strike.” Large doses of insulin had 
no more effect than so much wa- 
ter. The death can be explained 
only on the basis of an emotional 
disturbance concurrent with the 
removal of the tooth. 

As a dental consultant in the 
medical consultation service of a 
large metropolitan hospital, I 
have been impressed with the high 
percentage of cases which come up 
for diagnosis with complaints of 
pain or discomfort in the teeth and 
jaws, which, after exhaustive in- 
vestigation, prove to be of psycho- 
genic origin. 

The dentist is frequently called 
upon to treat such patients in ev- 
eryday practice. However, he can- 
not effect a cure when the cause is 
not to be found in the teeth or 
jaws but rather in the patient’s 
psyche. 

The following case history is 
typical of this group: 

The patient was a married wom- 
an, age 37, who for the past sev- 
eral months had suffered constant, 
severe pain in the left upper jaw. 
Comprehensive medical and dental 
findings were negative. Signifi- 
cantly, the pain began at the fu- 
neral of her sister who was unmar- 
ried and had lived alone, and 
whom the patient felt she had neg-

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lected after her own marriage. 
This situation produced in her 
feelings of guilt and her pain 
served to fulfill her need for pun- 
ishment. 

The mouth is frequently the site 
of various psychosomatic manifes- 
tations because, as Binger” has 
stated, it is a region surcharged 
with an enormous psychologic po- 
tential. This is understandable 
when it is recalled how important 
is the oral zone in the psychosexual 
development of the individual. 

English emphasizes the fact that 
“the oral zone during the first year 
of life serves to express the needs 
of the individual for the preserva- 
tion of his life and is the main 
avenue for the expression and 
gratification of his desires for 
physical pleasure, his loves and 
hates, his needs for love and af- 
fection from other people and his 
curiosity about and desires to con- 
quer and master the world around 
him.”* Thus in the first year of the 
child’s life, the mouth serves al- 
most exclusively to satisfy his in- 
stinctive cravings and needs. Later. 
after the child has been weaned. 
he attempts to transfer expressions 
of his instinctive desires to other 
bodily zones: first the anal, then 
the genital. However, should the

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oral phase of his psychosexual de- 
velopment be disturbed, it may 
well be prolonged and later in life 
reactivated and thus result in dis- 
orders of the oral functions and 
the desire for infantile oral pleas- 
ures. Examples of such disorders 
are: excessive smoking and eating, 
gum chewing, nail biting, and fin- 
ger sucking. 

The dentist is more particularly 
concerned with the habit of thumb 
sucking in his child patients, as he 
is frequently consulted by the par- 
ents who are worried that this hab- 
it if continued may lead to maloc- 
clusion and mouth deformation. 
While this is true in some cases, 
especially when the method of 
sucking tends to thrust the thumb 
vigorously outward against the up- 
per teeth, in most cases there is no 
harm to the mouth and teeth. 

It should be strongly empha- 
sized, however, in order that due 
caution is exercised, that the at- 
tempt by compulsion or reproof 
to break the habit in children over 
six years old may lead to some 
form of a more severe neurosis.* 


Mouth Lesions 


The dentist observes many 
mouth lesions which frequently 
are of psychogenic origin. These 
lesions are usually of a benign 
character, but occasionally they 
are oral manifestations of a grave 
systemic disease. 

Herpes simplex and labialis reg- 
ularly develop in many individu-

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als after an emotional upset.® Cron- 
quist and Bjerre report a patient 
in whom ulcers developed on the 
oral mucosa; no infectious or oth- 
er cause could be found after care- 
ful investigation. Suggestive treat- 
ment, however, resulted in the 
complete disappearance of the le- 
sions without recurrence.° 

A number of investigators have 
confirmed the fact that pemphigus, 
a grave disease characterized by 
vesicular lesions in the mouth, is in 
many cases of psychogenic origin.5 
Other investigators have reported 
instances of patients who developed 
lichen planus after a severe psychic 
trauma.® 

The mechanism whereby these 
lesions are produced is not clearly 
understood. There are several plau- 
sible hypotheses. One investigator 
states that the deep instinctive crav- 
ings or repressed desires of the 
personality initiate so-called “en- 
dogenous stimuli” which are trans- 
mitted to the muscles and organs 
by hormones or nerve fibers, and 
thus set up disturbances in these 


tissues which lead to organic al- 


terations.’ It is an experimentally 
proved fact that the mechanism op- 
erates through the autonomic nerv- 
ous system. Vegetative stimuli, 
psychically induced, may cause a 
lasting contraction or spasm in the 
smooth musculature of blood ves- 
sels or organs, which results in an

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ischemia of the part involved. The 
tissue, lacking nutrition, breaks 
down, and an ulcer is produced.° 

States of emotional tension 
which lead to changes in the vas- 
cular tonus of the oral tissues may 
thus be a significant factor in the 
etiology of paradentosis. 

The salivary glands, especially 
the parotid, is frequently affected 
by emotional stress. Payne reports 
the case of a surgeon who under 
the strain of a difficult operation 
would develop a tumor-like swell- 
ing in Stensen’s duct. Sialograms 
revealed no obstruction. Payne as- 
cribes the condition to a “neuro- 
muscular incoordination” under 
the parasympathetic, induced by 
nervous tension.® 

Many investigators have con- 
firmed the fact that affective in- 
fluence can change the chemical 
and physical composition of the 
saliva. The rhodan and nitrogen 
content are altered,!° and often the 
serous secretion of the parotid be- 
comes viscid and ropy. 

Ryan states that it has been ob- 
served that “dozens of patients, for 
no apparent reason, developed 
acute forms of caries or soft tissue 
disease. We have had difficulty in 
reconciling some of these cases 
with bacteriologic or nutritional 
explanation. . .. We often are able 
to determine from their histories 
that these people have undergone

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a recent emotional trauma or that 
they are markedly fatigued.” 

It is possible that in some of 
these cases a definite correlation 
exists between dental caries and 
the saliva which has been psychi- 
cally altered quantitatively and 
qualitatively. 

It is of obvious importance that 
the dentist include in his scientific 
armamentarium a more than cas- 
ual understanding of psychosomatic 
interrelationship. To achieve this 
understanding, however, the den- 
tist must have a sound knowledge 
of the work of experimental physi- 
ologists, such as Cannon and Pav- 
lov, as well as that of the psycholo- 
gists, such as Freud and Ferenzci: 
because, basically, psychosomatic 
phenomena are the resultant of the 
interaction of psychologic and 
physiologic mechanisms. 

The possession of this knowledge 
does not mean to imply that the 
dentist should undertake to probe 
the deep springs of psychologic 
motivations in his patients: indeed, 
to attempt to do so would be ex- 
tremely hazardous. However, if, 
after a careful investigation, the 
dentist is convinced or suspects 
that the patient’s oral disease is not 
merely a local condition but a so- 
matic expression of an unconscious 
emotional conflict, then he should 
communicate his opinion to the 
patient’s physician, whose respon- 
sibility it is to refer the patient 
to a psychotherapist.

Is The 
Dental Profession

IF YOU ARE not the type to le 
pseudoprosperous times fool you, 
you can notice definite trends 
(which at the moment may not 
seem strong) in the direction ol 
dental subordination to medicine 
as in the Army, the Navy, the Har: 
vard Plan (which failed), and the 
Columbia Plan. And now, to topit 
all, the Wagner-Murray- Dingell 
sill will subordinate dentistry not 
only to the medical profession but 
to some bureaucratic laymen as 
well. 
. During the last few years there 
has been (and still is) much dis 


cussion regarding the necessity of 


There is much discussion regarding 
ways of arousing interest in the study 
of dentistry. 
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increasing the dental school en- 
rollment. To do so there has to be 
enough attraction, remuneration, 
and security for the right caliber 
student. 

Why should such an admirable 
profession, which, if it has done 
nothing else but made relief from 
pain possible, be losing its grip 


on its life line—the incoming den- 


‘tal student? True, the war has 
created unnatural shortages but 
even in normal times dentistry has 


not attracted sufficient students to 
treat more than 20 to 25 per cent 
of the American public. 

There is a flaw in the educa- 
tional and economic setup of den- 
tistry. A dentist completes at least 
six years of college education, pays 
high tuition, buys expensive instru- 
ments and books, and then when 
he finally passes a state board ex- 
amination he is ready to make a 
back-breaking income which will 
rise until he has practiced fifteen 
or twenty years, then start declin- 
ing because of production loss un- 
til he is almost out of the picture 
by 55; whereas, his brother phy- 
sician at that age is at his peak. 
Unfortunately, the dentist creates 
one of his own handicaps when he 
builds his practice upon what he 
does instead of what he knows. 

Why is there so much talk about 
licensing hygienists when over half 
the dentists in the country are in- 
capable of employing even a dental 
assistant? There has been much 
emphasis in dental schools on how 
to produce but little on how to 
collect. The beginning practitioner 
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should know how to place a beau- 
tiful foil but he should also know 
how to obtain proper payment for 
the service. The young dentist does 
entirely too much groping in the 
dark until he devises for himself 
some haphazard price-production- 
collection system. 

Practice management should be 
an integral part of every dental 
course. In crude language, the 
dentist must know how to sell him- 
self and his services properly if 
more dental health is to be meted 
out to more than the country’s 
40,000,000 regular patients. The 
other 100,000,000 are not carious 
free! They must be “dentally edu- 
cated” and it will take the dental 
profession to do it. 

The American public must be 
made conscious of the fact that the 
mouth is part of the body. It is the 
duty of every dentist to inform the 
public that he is treating the whole 
mouth—not just one tooth. Den- 
tistry, to be a successful health 
service, must not be developed on 
a piece-work basis. 

The dental student should be 
taught what he is trying to do for 
the public and also how to get re- 
muneration tactfully for his serv- 
ices. 

If the dentist is successful pro- 
fessionally and financially, he will 
be a greater impetus to a stronger 
dental society. 

For the dental schools to attract 
the proper caliber student, some- 
thing should be done about the 
following:

Financial Security 


~ men, has but a few years to build 


financial security for himself and 
his family. Improved standards 
and the demands for a higher de- 
gree of skill tend to diminish this 
period. It is imperative, therefore, 
that a program be formulated to 
give direction and goal to this 
quest for security. Moreover, such 
a program must be put to work as 
early in his career as possible. This 
is not easy in view of the small in- 
come of the beginner, the expense 
of establishing a practice, and the 
assumption of obligations to new- 
ly acquired dependents. 























A complete investment program should be planned according 
to your particular financial status. 


A preliminary program (A) is 
arranged to deal mainly with the 


protection of income for depend- 


ents against the contingencies of 
death, disease, and disability. 

1. Life insurance is protection 
and nothing else. It is not savings 
and is not investment. The great- 
est amount of protection for a giv- 
en period is bought at the lowest 
» cost. Ordinary life insurance is 
_ basic. All the advantages of other 
forms (except term) may be real- 
ized with this contract. The earlier 
this protection is obtained the low- 
er will be the cost, or the lower the 
age the more protection a dollar 
will buy. Contracts should contain 
modifying clauses as conversions 
are costly. Thus an ordinary life 
policy becomes an endowment or 
an annuity contract when protec- 
tion is less important. A minimum 
insurance policy of two times and 
a maximum of five times the an- 
nual income is advisable. It is wise 
to overextend at this period be- 
cause of the possibility of nonin- 
surability at a later age. 

2. Disability and health insur- 
ance to provide for income for six 
months is all that is necessary at 
this time. Young people are not 
usually subject to serious ailments 
or crippling disabilities which take 
longer than a few months for re- 
covery. The cost of all insurance 
may be between 5 per cent and 10 
per cent of annual income. 


3. Budget savings may be in- 
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cluded here to deal with short-term 
savings. 

The investment backlog (B) is 
a fund of from 10 per cent to 25 per 
cent of one’s capital set up to pro- 
vide self-adjustment for those con- 
tingencies associated with family 
well-being, as well as business cyc- 
lical fluctuations, and to insure a 
degree of financial liquidity. Twen- 
ty-five per cent of this fund may 
be used in each of the following 
categories: 

1. Government and listed high- 
grade bonds. 

2. Listed high-grade preferred 
stocks. 

3. Well-seasoned, listed com- 
mon stocks of leading basic indus- 
trial corporations. 

4, Cash in savings bank in the 
form of a joint account with the 
person sharing responsibilities 
during emergencies. 


General Investment 
Portfolio 


Surplus income, surplus savings, 
and 75 per cent to 90 per cent of 
one’s capital, make up the general 
investment portfolio (C) which is 
employed to create: 

1, Capital appreciation. 

2. Additional income (yield). 

3. Long-term savings or funds 
for the future. 

It is here that experts will differ. 
Early in the program enhancement 
of capital is the most important 
element. This involves risk. Maxi- 
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mum risk is assumed early, when 
income may exceed living stand- 
ards and health prospects are at 
their best. Preparation and study, 
investigation and advice, are the 
avenues of approach to investment 
and speculation. The degree of risk 
may be said to determine the de- 


gréé éf “Speculation. The segrega-

tion of 10 per cent of this fund for 
speculation has much merit. Gam- 
bling is ruled out. In later years 
risk for capital enhancement is re- 
duced as security of principal and 
stability of yield gain importance. 
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for Security 


Finally risk is eliminated as com- 
pletely as possible and only safety 
of principal and yield are criteria. 
The field of activity for this part 
of program may best be shown in 
the General Investment Portfolio. 


A hedging program (D) is 
adopted as a safeguard in this bat- 
tle for financial security if invest- 
ment is to be successful. There is 
no ideal investment! There is no 
riskless investment! Assuming then 
that risks must be taken, the fol- 
lowing safeguards are given con- 
sideration: 
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1. Diversification deals with the 
spreading of risks among the vari- 
ous media. (See Illustration p. 
1006.) Even these may be broken 
up, as for instance, equities in sev- 
eral corporations of different in- 
dustrial groups operating in sepa- 
rate sections of the country. This, 
however, must not be overdone as 
concentration has advantages. 


2. Marketability deals with the 
ease or difficulty of converting 
rapidly into cash. Securities listed 
on the New York Stock Exchange 
enjoy perhaps the best market- 
ability. 


3. Liquidity deals with the 


availability of funds in order to 
take advantage of opportunities 
and also to meet emergencies.

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4. The preservation of purchas- 
ing power deals with the effort to 
keep pace with the changes in the 
value of money. Facing an ever 
higher level of living costs and the 
deplorable shrinkage of the buying 
power of the dollar, this disturbing 
problem is aggravated by taxation, 
wars, and political and social 
changes. Will the dollars one cach- 
es in insurance, savings, and an- 
nuities buy a dollar’s worth ten or 
twenty years hence? It is almost 
certain they will not. What he will 
be able to buy with future retire- 
ment fund savings will be the den- 
tist’s real retirement income. If the 
dollar is to lose some of its buying 
power, then it may properly be de- 
sired that security be expressed in 
more dollars. Emphasis must, 
therefore, be placed upon that part 
of the program which deals with 
capital appreciation. Further, the 
aim must be sufficiently high to 
make up for losses. It becomes 
necessary, then, to speculate. 

5. Objectives should be estab- 
lished before making commit- 
ments. It seems fundamental to 
know why the commitment is 
made, what one expects in profits, 
how long it is necessary to wait, 
and what one is willing to risk. Es- 
tablishing a limit on the loss and 
time elements is one of the secrets 
of investment success. 

6. Insurance is a_ protection 
hedge against health, financial, 
and other emergencies. 


Reasons for Losses 


At this time, finally, it may be 
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well to consider some of the more 
flagrant reasons for losses. 

1. The psychological: reasons 
are numerous. The excesses of the 
mob are dangerous. Tips, rumors, 
talk of “boom” and a “new era” 
in an atmosphere of speculative 
enthusiasm and run-away markets, 
are to be construed as warning sig- 
nals of an approaching climax. 
The gambling instinct requires 
constant curbing. On the other 
hand phlegmatic complacency and 
the careless ignoring of economic 
trends and market changes result 
only in inevitable loss. 

2. Ignorance of financial mat- 
ters when considering security 
leaves one as helpless as ignorance 
in the approach to a dental prob- 
lem. Acquaintance with economics, 
insurance, and investments will, 
with a little experience, build good 
judgment. Failure to acquire 
knowledge of financial matters 
leads only to errors of judgment, 
faulty procedures, and losses. 

3. Political, social and economic 
changes, wars, taxation—all of 
these and other influences—are 
constant threats that confront the 
thrifty and upset well-designed 
formulae. 

Moderation in the treatment of 
each element of this program, an 
open-minded willingness for self- 
adjustment to, and an awareness 
of, constantly changing conditions 
are essential to the success of any 
planning for security.

IN READING many dental maga- 
zines, I have noticed few articles 
on approach, how to put patients 
in a mood to be pleased with den- 
tal services, securing their cooper- 
ation and telling them about the 
limitations, especially of dentures. 
If any group needs instruction, it 
is the denture wearers, for there

are many misconceptions of what 
they expect to receive when they 
go to their dentist for new den- 
tures. Some patients expect den- 
tures to last them a lifetime; some 
want unbreakable dentures; some 
want small white teeth, perfectly 
formed, just as they say their own 
teeth were. I notice some dentists 
give them what they think they 
want, tell them the dentures will 
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last them the rest of their lives, and 
will make them look ten years 
younger. In days past, I tried to 
please these types of people but I 
reproached myself for it. 

After going through that stage 
of trying to please patients, I start- 
ed a new psychological approach 
to the denture patient problem and 
the patient’s denture problem, a 
problem that has always intrigued 
me. I wanted pleased patients who 
would like my services so well that 
they would send their friends to 
me when they needed dentures. I 
let them know what they were 
getting. 


Patient Cooperation 


When Mrs. Jones presented her- 
self for dentures, I examined her 
mouth and if there were any pecu- 
liarities present such as a flat lower 
ridge, torus palatinus, soft flabby 
tissue, protruding upper or lower 
jaw, or any other feature that 
would interfere with satisfactory 
function, I said, “I am as inter- 
ested as you are in these dentures 
I am going to make for you, but 
you must want them and want to 
get used to them. You also must 
realize the limitations of what you 
can and cannot expect to do with 
them after I give them to you. Mrs. 
Jones, I want my patients so 
pleased that they want to send their 
friends to me, but I repeat. that 
you must want these teeth and 
want to get used to them.” 

Mrs. Jones is handed a mirror 
and told to notice the faults that 
could interfere with good denture 
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service. But she also is told that we 
will do the best we can with these 
dentures despite interference. 

“Mrs. Jones,” I continued, “You 
must know that mouths shrink. 
Dentures fit when we give them 
to you, but the future is uncertain. 
Some last a long time, others not 
so long, because mouths change 
but dentures never change. Reces- 
sion takes place, gingivae get 
smaller, the sockets from which 
teeth were extracted keep closing 
up and the mouth keeps growing 
smaller. As we get older the mouth 
always gets smaller; in a few 
weeks, in rare cases, and not for 
years in others. Occasionally we 
see part of the gingivae of the 
mouth shrink and the rest remain 
perfect. If any shrinkage does hap- 
pen, the denture can be relined to 
fit again at a slight cost of a few 
dollars; but sometimes a new den- 
ture has to be made for which we 
make a charge. There is no such 
thing as a permanent denture or 
an unbreakable one.” 

Mrs. Jones, if she still wants me 
to make her a denture, shows in- 
terest, but if she shows hesitation, 
I ask her if she wants to think it 
over for a few days. Usually I get 
approval and I have certainly told 
enough so that the patient does not 
expect the millenium in results. 
That talk is for future proof that 
the patient realizes the limitations 
of dentures. 


Treatment Procedure 


Snap impressions are taken, 
special trays made, impressions 
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taken, bite blocks made with cen- 
tric registered, mounted on articu- 
lator, try-in inspected, and teeth 
adjusted for cosmetic appearance 
with patient’s approval. The den- 
tures are finished, checked for ana- 
tomic occlusion, and the patient 
is taken before a brightly lighted 
mirror for approval of appearance 
which is always satisfactory if the 
correct procedure has been fol- 
lowed in detail. 

While the trays are being- made 
the office assistant has told the pa- 
tient the fee for the dentures and 
that all laboratory work is cash 
and paid for when the dentures 
are given to the patient, telling her 
the time when they will be ready. 
All dentures seem more satisfac- 
tory if paid for. 

When dentures are delivered, I 
insert them and repeat my origi- 
nal statement that I am as inter- 
ested in her dentures as she is but 
she must want them and want to 
get used to them. I then turn her 
over to the hygienist who explains 
to her how to get used to the den- 
tures. In detail, she tells how to in- 
sert, how to replace if dislodged, 
where to hold her tongue to keep 
the lower denture down, how to eat 
by pushing food toward the teeth, 
the kind of brush to purchase, how 
to clean the dentures, and to re- 
turn in a few days if soreness oc- 
curs. She explains that no one will 
get used to dentures unless she 
wears them all the time and eats 
every meal with them; that in a 
short time she will forget she has 
them in her mouth. 
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You might ask what this is all 
about and why so much talk, but 
it results in pleased patients who 
do not keep coming back with 
some excuse for adjustments. I do 
not let them expect too much from 
their new dentures. 

It might be thought that telling 
patients about their problems 
would drive them away, but in my 
case I am averaging about thirty 
dentures a month and have been 
doing this for years. I have not 
lost patients for they return when 
their dentures become loose, and 
they understand that they must 
pay something to have them re- 
lined or remade. You, of course, 
know that dentures are only tran- 
sitory. Too few dentists tell their 
patients what to expect, what dif- 
ficulties they will encounter. Too 
few dentists warn patients that 
sore spots will appear and urge 
them to come back to the dental 
office only when and if they have 
difficulty. 

Some dentists promise the pa- 
tient too much. Some dentists in- 
sert the dentures and give no in- 
formation at all. If explanations 
are given in advance, the patients 
return asking the dentist to assist 
them, instead of telling the dentist 
that the dentures became loose at 
once and never were any good. If 
that statement is made, I call my 
assistant to the chair and the pa- 
tient is reminded of what he was 
told when he first came for den- 
tures. 

Dentists know that dentures will 
settle and need to be spot ground 
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to articulate properly again; pa- 
tients should be told about it. Den- 
tists know that when anterior 
teeth strike hard and the posteriors 
do not come in contact at all, the 
upper denture drops posteriorly ; 
patients should be told about it. 
Dentists know that improper lever- 
age will dislodge dentures and that 
the tongue has to be placed in the 
proper position to hold the lower 
denture in place; patients should 
be told about it. Dentists know we 
have to let Nature take its course, 
nothing is permanent. We can re- 
line to compensate for a certain 
amount of mouth change but the 
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process has its limitations. We can 
fill some spaces but cannot keep 
it up indefinitely and preserve 
mouth health. Sometimes dentures 
have to be remade completely and 
the patient should be told about it. 

Patients deserve the best we can 
give them for the fee we receive. It 
does not pay to build up their ex- 
pectations beyond what we know 
we can provide. I have found it is 
far more satisfactory to both den- 
tist and patients if they know in 
advance what the limitations on 


denture service are.

ontrol Practice’’ 


A twofold plan to increase your practice and maintain 
collections.

FOR THE LAST few years most den- 
tists have been little interested in 
improved dentist-patient relations, 
because the excess of patients has 
permitted treating the most desir- 
able with no particular thought be- 
ing given to increasing one’s clien- 
tele. Farseeing authorities have 
been warning us that with the re- 
turn of thousands of dentists to 
civilian practice and the availabil- 
ity of many desirable items long 
denied the public there is bound to 
be some letup in the demand for 
dentistry. For some time dentists 
have been able to discriminate; 
from now on there is going to be 
more opportunity for discrimina- 
tion on the part of the public as to 
who shall do their dentistry and 
for what purposes their plentiful 
supply of money is to be spent. 

It may be that some of the read- 
ers of OraL HyGieEneE will be in- 
terested in a plan operating in a 
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medium-sized community in Maine 
which perhaps has more dentists 
than almost any other town of the 
size in the country, with all of them 
above the average in ability and 
personality. The highly satisfac- 
tory reaction to this plan now in 
operation for over ten years is 
responsible in no small degree for 
increasing the volume of practice 
from just average to one which re- 
mains consistently above average. 
This observation is made solely on 
the basis*of comparison with aver- 
age net incomes from dental prac- 
tices as reported statistically from 
time to time. But while the plan has 
proved sound economically, the 
greatest reward has been found in 
the satisfactions derived from 
closer professional-patient cooper- 
ation. 

The plan consists of two dis- 
tinct parts. The first has to do with 
periodic appointments for prophy- 
laxis and examination with your 
regular patients. It will be the more 
intelligent and appreciative class 
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of patients who will be interested 
in this phase. 

The second feature has to do 
with the financial side of the den- 
tist-patient relationship, and is ap- 
plicable to a selected class of pa- 
tients, those who would be con- 
sidered unfavorable credit risks 
without it. This class is particular- 
ly large in industrial towns, and 
they afford splendid returns pro- 
vided the dentist can be reasonably 
certain he is to be paid for his 
services. 


Appointment Cards 


Explain to the patient at the 
time he presents for a prophy- 
laxis, which he himself has solic- 
ited and for which he pays the 
regular fee, that that particular 
prophylaxis is what is termed in 
your practice his “annual.” Tell 
him that you have adopted a sys- 
tem which is being successfully 
used by dentists in conducting 
what is spoken of as a “Control 
Practice.” Emphasize that this 
means that under this system the 
dentist can hope to control condi- 
tions in the patient’s mouth. The 
idea is that you undertake to co- 
operate with the patient to make it 
easier for him to maintain a high- 
er standard of mouth hygiene to 
the extent that the fourth-month 
and the eighth-month prophylaxes 
will be given without a fee. The pag 
tient pays only the regular‘fee for 
one prophylaxis—the “annual.” 
Place a check mark opposite the in- 


dicated prophylaxis when the card - 


(see Form I) is issued. 
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The patient immediately feels 
that he is to receive some extra 
service without extra expense. 
Comparatively few persons are as 
yet sufficiently impressed with the 
importance of such frequent visits 
to the dentist to feel that the fee 
which has heretofore been charged 
is warranted. On the other hand, 
almost every intelligent patient be- 
lieves he should have his teeth 
“cleaned” once a year and gladly 
pays for it. 

The immediate reaction of the 
dentist who reads of this plan for 
the first time is: “I am not going 
to give away my service for noth- 
ing.” 

Mature consideration will how- 
ever make it seem probable, and 
experience will positively demon- 
strate, that “working for nothing” 
under this plan is a fallacy. In the 
first place, the time involved in do- 
ing a prophylaxis for the average 
patient every four months is great- 
ly reduced because all that is in- 
dicated is a light cleaning with 
little scaling required. In fact this 
should be pointed out to the pa- 
tient. as some will fear that such 
frequent cleanings will injure the 
enamel. The opportunity for ob- 
serving needed treatment in-time; . 
the correction of occasional faults 
in treatment previously done which 
occur unaccountably in the prac- 
tice of the most painstaking opera- 
tor—to say nothing of damage to 
amalgam restorations by prema- 
ture mastication despite warnings; 
the maintained interest and con- 
tented state of mind of an in-

out; all compensate for the service 
which may seem to have been giv- 
en away at the time. It is simply 
the idea of extra service offered in 
commercial lines carried over in- 
to the health field, and you may be 
assured that businessmen never 
really “give away” anything in the 
long run as an operating policy. 
Actual dentist-patient experience 
has demonstrated that the plan is 
sound professionally and economi- 
cally. It brings mutual satisfac- 
tion and benefit. Furthermore, if 
you can persuade your fellow prac- 
titioners to adopt the same plan 
you will be helping to promote 
universal better dentist-patient re- 
lationship, and do not forget that 
the more business the other den- 
tists are doing in your community 
the more you will do. It all helps 
to make the public dental minded. 
Under no circumstances offer this 


service as being unique with your- ° 


self but as something other den- 
tists are doing as a cooperative 
measure with their patients. 


Wage Order Plan 


You must select with tact the pa- 
tients for whom the Wage Order 
Plan is workable. In industrial 
centers, particularly, many persons 
are working regularly and for 
good wages. This class has been 
sold on paying their bills on some 
kind of a budget plan and are glad 
to have their dental treatment done 


if they can pay weekly. The forms 
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(see Forms II and III) are self- 
explanatory. Once signed, the 
dentist has good assurance that the 
patient will pay as agreed. The 
only way he can avoid paying is by 
moving away, getting sick, or giv- 
ing up work entirely. In each case 
the dentist must decide whether it 
is better to make: out one order 
covering the entire amount, or a 
number of orders representing 
smaller installments. 

While any employer is legally 
obligated to honor such an order, 
many concerns warn their em- 
ployees that if it is necessary to 
honor wage assignments the em- 
ployee will lose his job. Most per- 
sons are aware of this and are 
careful to make the presentation of 
orders unnecessary. 

To the almost invariable com- 
ment upon signing, “I don’t want 
this order to go in,” a tactful re- 
ply is: “Of course that is entirely 
in your hands. If I did not feei 
sure your word is good I should 
not want to be giving you dental 
treatment anyway. Our system 
calls for placing these orders on 
file, and you will get a receipt each 
time you make your payments and 
eventually these orders are re- 
turned to you. Only in the rare 
cases where a patient absolutely 
disregards his obligation is it 
necessary to make use of wage or- 
ders. We have this system to make 
it possible to extend credit to 
worthwhile folks like yourself.” 


Skowhegan, Maine 
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Albuquerque (New Mexico) Journal: 
At the request of Doctor Howard R. 
Raper, Albuquerque dentist and author 
of Man Acarnst Pain: THe Epic or 
ANESTHESIA, the first “talking” edition 
of his book will be sent to his brother 
Frederic W. Raper, of Fairhope, Ala- 
bama, who is almost blind and has been 
unable to read the stirring story of an- 
esthesia. Man AGAINST PAIN is being 
reproduced as a “talking book” in a 
series of phonograph records by the 
American Printing House for the Blind. 
Books produced by this method are 
loaned to blind persons all over the 
country and made available for insti- 
tutions. 

Doctor Raper’s brother is waiting 
eagerly to read the book he has heard 
so much about. Man Acarnst PAIN was 
published last fall and has attracted a 
considerable amount of enthusiasm, 
has been the source of a national radio 
broadcast on the history of anesthesia, 
and has been published in condensed 
form in a number of national magazines. 


Philadelphia (Pennsylvania) Record: 
The School of Dentistry of the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania has organized a 
dental specialists unit to conduct post- 
graduate courses for 200 Dutch dentists 
and 100 dentists from other European 
countries, according to an announce- 
ment by Doctor George W. McClelland, 
president of the University. The courses 
will be given beginning July 15 in 
Amsterdam, in accordance with a sug- 
gestion made by Doctor Herbert Loeb, a 
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former president of the Netherlands 
Dental Society, in an article published 
in June, 1944 in Orat Hycrene. 

Doctor Lester W. Burket, professor of 
oral medicine in the University of Penn- 
sylvania’s School of Dentistry, heads the 
unit which includes four other mem- 
bers of the school’s faculty and two 
practicing dentists in New York City. 
The courses, which are designed to aid 
in restoring dental practice in Europe 
to its prewar level, will be in the fields 
of dental therapeutics, roentgenology, 
denture service, oral medicine, and 
diagnosis. 

Other members of the unit from the 
University of Pennsylvania’s faculty are 
Doctor LeRoy M. Ennis, professor of 
roentgenology; Doctor John Burkhardt, 
Jr., professor of operative dentistry; 
Doctor E. H. Smith, professor of pros- 
thetic dentistry; and Doctor Vincent 
R. Trapozzano, clinical professor of 
prosthetic dentistry. The two practicing 
dentists are Doctor Karl W. Knapp and 
Doctor Ferdinand G. Neurohr. 


Los Angeles (California) Herald: 
Identification of the skeleton of Gerald 
D. Curtis, of Arcadia, California, which 
was found in a burned car in the desert 
near Mojave, was made possible by 
Doctor Philip B. Floyd, of Los Angeles, 
who told California police that in 1938 
he made for the victim the dental bridge 
and gold inlay found at the scene. 

The partly cremated body was found 
locked in the car. Identification by 
Doctor Floyd led to a search for the

key, which locked the victim inside the 
burning automobile, to determine wheth- 
er Curtis’ death was the result of mur- 
der or suicide. Police believe that if the 
key is within throwing distance of the 
car, death was caused by suicide; but if 
the key is missing, murder has been 
committed. 


Philadelphia (Pennsylvania) Record: 
Doctor A. H. Glick, Philadelphia dentist 
who is assigned to the Federal Reform- 
atory, Chillicothe, Ohio, by the U. S. 


Public Health Service, was consulted 
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recently when a photoelectric metallic 
detector in the institution went wild as 
one of the inmates passed by. Search 
after search of the inmate revealed 
nothing, but the detector continued to 
record objections. It was finally sug- 
gested that the inmate’s mouth be in- 
spected. Thus it was discovered that the 
large number of restorations in the lad’s 
teeth was causing the alarm. 


Charleston (South Carolina) News 
and Courier: Doctor William David 
McDowell, Charleston dentist, finds 
piloting his own airplane his greatest 
source of relaxation from the long hours 
involved in practicing dentistry. First 
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an amateur yachtsman, and now the 
owner and pilot of a small plane, this 
young dentist takes time to relax in the 
way he likes best. 

Late in 1945 Doctor McDowell sold his 
36-foot cabin cruiser after he had be- 
come interested in aviation. He imme- 
diately purchased a light plane and be- 
gan to take lessons to become a private 
pilot. He now has his pilot’s license 
and has recently joined the Coast Guard 
Auxiliary Squadron and expects to be 
an active member. 


The Bermudian: One of the outstand- 
ing personalities of Bermuda is Doctor 
John Bennett Dickinson, native dentist 
who has been active in Island affairs 
since establishing his practice there in 
1931. 

Doctor Dickinson has a modern well- 
equipped dental office and a successful 
practice despite handicaps and _ inter- 
ruptions. His dental education was ac- 
complished only after financial set- 
backs, poor health, and a three-year in- 
terruption while he served in the armed 
forces during World War I. 

In 1924 Doctor Dickinson graduated 
from the Colorado College of Dental 
Surgery in Denver where he had gone 
because of his health. After practicing 
dentistry in Colorado for seven years, 
he returned to Bermuda. Since then he 
has been a member of the Bermuda 
Board of Dental Examiners and of the 
staff of the King Edward Memorial 
Hospital. 

While in Colorado Doctor Dickinson 
realized the necessity for an organi- 
zation in Bermuda to eradicate tuber- 
culosis. Upon returning to Bermuda, 
he started a campaign which developed 
into the Bermuda Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion of which he is vice-president. 

“Although I shall not live to see it,” 
Doctor Dickinson says in discussing an- 
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other one of his ambitions, “I believe in 
the necessity of a Dental Hospital that 
will be run on the lines of any general 
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hospital. Before I am too old I hope to 
sow the seeds of this idea in the head 
of some younger Bermuda dentist.”

HOW ARE DENTISTS MEETING INFLATION? 


INFLATION is an ugly word. It gives a picture of uncontrollable and 
rapidly rising prices. It describes runaway markets with all controls 
thrown overboard. Current conditions are inflationary. How far and how 
fast inflation will go is anybody’s guess. Scarcity of commodities and 
services produces a seller’s market where the price asked can be almost 
anything. The seller—any seller—in a scarcity market, reaps a large 
profit. He in turn becomes a buyer to replenish his supply of marketable 
goods. In this role he is in such a favorable cash position that he can 
outbid and outbargain competitive buyers. By this process he creates 
a private monopoly where he can sell at prices that he wishes and buy 
at any price that he may choose. When competition is curtailed the price 
level is always upward. 

The OPA made a valiant and in many cases a successful effort to 
control inflation. Some of the rulings produced artificial scarcities; 
manufacturers preferring to store their goods rather than market them 
under OPA ceiling prices. The public began to protest, Congress heard 
the grumblings, and attempted to make the OPA virtually powerless. 
With price ceilings removed many more goods will begin to appear on 
the market at any price that the traffic will bear. People with money in 
the bank from their war earnings and with fresh memories of scarcities 
will pay almost any price for anything that they want. As commodity 
prices go up the worker begins to see that his dollar is not buying as 
much as it should. He demands more. His demands may be cloaked 
under peaceful bargaining terms or carried on under the threat of work- 
stoppage. When he gets more money he rushes into the market to spend 
more. Prices take another advance. The cycle is repeated as we follow 
the inflationary spiral. : 

Where does the dentist come out in this situation? As a consumer 
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he is faced with rapidly rising prices. If he is a wise producer he follows 
price increases with corresponding increases in his fees. If he doesn’t 
make this adjustment he is headed for bankruptcy. The dentist who 
through fear or indifference fails to adjust his fee schedule with the 
commodity price index is heading for trouble. Unfortunately the people 
with fixed incomes from investments, rents, or salaries, find themselves 
in a precarious position during inflation. It costs them so much to sus- 
tain life that they find it difficult to buy some of the “extras.” To many 
of them dentistry is considered as an extra. They will be forced from 
the dental market. We should make some provision for these excellent 
and loyal dental patients. As inflation progresses we will find many of 
these people missing from the dental office because their fixed income is 
not sufficient to pay for dental service. There is at present some evidence 
that people in this economic group have begun to retrench and are 
hesitant to enter the dental office. Among the conservative groups that 
have a justifiable fear of inflation we may expect more and more people 
to postpone dental treatment until they are assured that the commodity 
price increases have begun to level off. 

The businessman, the factory worker, the farmer, who through price 
increases, strikes, or subsidies, is able to push his income higher and 
higher should be prepared to have the same kind of squeeze exercised 
upon him by the dentist as is represented by higher dental fees. A simple 
rule might be: people whose incomes keep pace with price increases 
should pay increased dental fees; patients who have static incomes can, 
if the dentist wishes, be served at a fee schedule stabilized at former 
levels. There is no economic reason, however, why the dentist should 
make exceptions to the general rule of fee increases under inflation. 
There are, however, other values than economic ones in professional 
practice. Decency is an important one. 

At the present time it looks as if we may have a runaway inflation. 
Dentists, being businessmen as well as professional men, should examine 
the economic world with the same realism that they use to evaluate 


their professional problems.

immediate Dentures 


Q.—In your Orat Hyciene depart- 
ment you occasionally state that you 
rebase immediate dentures which gives 
me the impression that they then are 
to be used as final dentures. 

If the six upper anteriors are extend- 
ed when the denture is inserted, should 
a labial rim be built on the denture, or 
do you place the teeth in the sockets a 
reasonable depth without a labial rim? 
If there is no rim, should not that den- 
ture be discarded completely for a final 
denture? Is it important in your mind 
that a labial rim be used? 

I have made a number of immediate 
dentures since the advent of elastic 
impression material, and some advice 
or ideas about this would help me.— 
J. R. F., Michigan. 


A.—In my opinion it is best to 
provide a labial gingiva on an 
immediate denture. In cases where 
the patient shows an abnormal or 
objectionable amount of his natu- 
ral gingivae, an alveolectomy 
should be performed at the time 
of the insertion of the denture. 
Otherwise, I find that there is 
enough natural collapse of the 
soft tissue, following a straight ex- 
traction of the teeth, to provide for 
a thin labial acrylic gum that does 
not protrude the lip objectionably 
but serves as a form or matrix to 
guide the formation of a smooth 
well-rounded ridge as healing takes 
place. I do not think that the teeth 
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should be inserted into the sockets 
at all, but, instead, the cast should 
be trimmed to a smooth well- 
rounded ridge form.—V. CLYDE 
SMEDLEY. 


Acrylic Restorations 


Q.—Can you inform me concerning 
the effects of placing plastic methyl 
methacrylate in a prepared cavity and 
curing it in the mouth as a means of 
restoring a tooth? Does the freshly 
mixed, plastic acrylic have any harm: 
ful effect on the pulp of the tooth? 

I have developed a plan that would 
enable a dentist to place plastic res- 
torations in teeth with a great saving 
of time over placing metal restorations, 
and I believe the lasting qualities 
would be better also.—L. L. P., Iowa. 


A.—Considerable study has 
been done on the use of methyl 
methacrylate as a direct restora- 
tive material; principally by Sa- 
lisbury,' so far as I have observed 
in the current literature. How- 
ever, the results of the process as 
reported by him do not meet the 
approval of at least one man, Saf- 
fir.”

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Salisbury advises that the pulp 
should be protected by a cement 
base, when his technique is used, 
against the effect of any unpoly- 
merized monomer. However, an- 
other author, Slack,* made a num- 
ber of direct acrylic restorations 
without cement bases with no bad 
results. But after more study he 
advises cement bases “for the 
present” whenever there is a close 
proximity to the pulp. This author 
advises against the use of direct 
acrylic restorations except experi- 
mentally. His results were only 
about 50 per cent satisfactory.— 
GeorcE R. WARNER. 


Sodium Fluoride 


Q.—In a recent issue of Orat Hy- 
GIENE you wrote of the use of sodium 
fluoride for desensitizing cavities. I got 
some, a green powder, but have not 
used it. I dissolved it with alcohol but 
had no results. Will you kindly state 
just how it should be used?—J. M. C., 
Ohio. 

A.—The sodium fluoride prep- 
aration we use for desensitizing 
cervical areas of dentine particu- 
larly, and cervical prepared cavi- 
ties incidentally, is that advised by 
Hoyt and Bibby.‘ It is a paste com- 
posed of the following ingredients 
in equal parts: sodium fluoride, 
kaolin, and glycerine. We put a 
little of this paste in the cavity and 
rub it into the dentine with a plas- 
tic instrument for about three 
minutes. It is then cleaned out of 
the cavity and the amalgam or 
gold restoration made as usual, 
with the result that the tooth will

shock as it would probably have 
been otherwise.

Infected Antrum 


Q.—I should like your opinion and 

diagnosis on the following case: 

man, 69 years old, presented him- 
self recently. He is an edentulous case 
of about fourteen years standing. About 
fourteen years ago after extractions he 
had an infection in the region of the 
left antrum. Pus came out of the cuspid 
socket but an eye, ear, nose and throat 
specialist corrected the condition by 
curreting the antrum in the first molar 
region. For the last three years, the pa- 
tient has had a burning sensation along 
the ridge extending from the cuspid to 
the first molar region, and occasionally 
a sharp nerve flash extending from the 
crest of the ridge upward toward the 
antrum at about the attachment in that 
area of the band of tissue which is at- 
tached to the cheek. He has not worn 
the dentures regularly for some time, 
thinking they might be pxessing on 
the area, and has trimmed: the upper 
denture in the region to relieve it. 

He would like to get new dentures 
but if the condition would persist he 
feels it would be of no avail. I had 
roentgenograms taken and am enclos- 
ing them for your study. Apparently 
the bone of the floor of the antrum did 
not heal over. There is no opening 
through the tissue, nor swelling. — 


C. J. C., Michigan. 

A.—I would suggest that you 
refer this man to the nose and 
throat specialist again. The an- 
trum may have become reinfected. 
If there is no opening into the 
mouth, it is out of our field. 

I would think that new acrylic 
dentures would be a comfort to 
him gnyway.—V. CLYDE SMED- 
LEY. 


Procaine Reaction 


Q.—Will you give me your opinion as 
to the cause of some reactions to pro- 
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caine that I have had occur in my of- 
fice? A number of times patients (al- 
ways women) complain immediately 
upon injection of severe pain in their 
back. This subsides rather soon but 
seems to be intense for the time. 

One other case that I was greatly 
concerned about was a woman in her 
late fifties. She started shaking violent- 
ly and it kept up for several hours. It 
was necessary to remove her to her 
home in an ambulance. Her physician 
gave her sedatives and the next morn- 
ing she had recovered except for ex- 
treme weakness. 

I should appreciate any information 
that you can give. In all of these cases, 
I have previously administered procaine 
without any ill effects—R. E. C., Illi- 
nois. 

A.—tThe reactions of which you 
speak, or.any unpleasant reactions, 
to the injection of procaine, are 
extremely rare in our office. We 
attribute these results to the pro- 
caine being isotonic and the in- 
jections being made _ extremely 
slowly. When unpleasant reactions 
occur we attribute them to the 
needle having penetrated a blood 
vessel or to its being a psychic 
reaction. Lovestedt® says, “Psy- 
chic disturbances too often are 
mistaken for sensitivity to pro- 
caine, as true procaine idiosyn- 
crasy is rare.” 

However, some peculiar reac- 
tions cannot be accounted for. One 
of my friends started to do an in- 
filtration over a maxillary first 
bicuspid for a young woman. He 
had not injected over two or three 
drops when she collapsed. She was 
virtually pulseless. A physician in 
an adjoining room was called and 
he found her blood pressure al- 
most zero. He injected adrenalin

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but it was three hours before she 
could leave the office. Many pro- 
caine injections were given her 
afterwards without any unpleasant 
reactions.—GEORGE R. WARNER. 





impacted Cuspid 


Q.—I should like your advice con- 
cerning a case of mine. A roentgeno- 
gram of the patient is enclosed. I should 
like to move the central incisor of this 
young woman (age 23 years) about 4 
mm. labially, as it is now in lingual 
relation to the lowers. In your opinion 
would the movement of this tooth 
cause the impacted cuspid to “flare up” 
and give difficulty? 

The young woman is in no position 
at the moment to have the impacted 
tooth removed.—G. J. P., California. 

A.—From a single labial expo- 
sure one cannot tell from the re- 
sulting roentgenogram the labio- 
lingual position of an impacted 
cuspid, or its relation to the roots 
of the erupted teeth. If the im- 
pacted cuspid in your case is not 
lying close to the root of the cen- 
tral incisor, I do not believe the 
movement of the incisor will in- 
terfere with the cuspid. In any 
event I cannot see how there could 
be any “flare-up” of the cuspid. 
The movement of the central inci- 
sor may cause some root-end re- 
sorption, considering the age of 
the patient and the amount of 
movement required. But a small 
amount of root-end- resorption is 
not necessarily harmful.—GEOoRGE 
R. WARNER. 





Correct Occlusion 


Q.—The retrusive and protrusive po- 
sitions of the mandible in taking bites 
for making full upper and lower den- 
tures are confusing to me. I was taught 
that the most retrusive position that 
the patient can assume in taking the 
bite is the correct one. I have begun

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to doubt this theory. I have found that 
taking the bite in a protrusive position 
of the mandible, in certain cases, seems 
to give the patient more comfort and 
satisfaction esthetically than in the ex- 
treme retrusive position. I have made 
full upper and lower dentures with the 
mandible in a retrusive position and 
patients have liked neither the appear- 
ance nor the comfort of the dentures. 
In these cases I take another bite, let- 
ting the patient occlude in the position 
that is most comfortable, and then re- 
set the lower to correspond. Invariably 
the patient is more pleased and com- 
fortable. 

This condition is more prevalent in 
older patients, particularly if the pos- 
terior teeth have been missing for some 
time. In these cases the condylar path 
has probably been altered. 

Am I doing the patient an injustice 
in using the protrusive instead of the 
retrusive position, or should I insist 
upon the patient wearing the dentures 
in the retrusive position of the man- 
dible? What I call the retrusive position 
of the mandible is that position where 
the incisal edges of the lower ante- 
riors strike the lingual surfaces of the 
upper anteriors; and the protrusive po- 
sition is where the lower anteriors pro- 
trude anteriorly beyond the upper an- 
teriors.—B. B., New Jersey. 


A.—The ideal or correct centric 
occlusion is-of course at the most 
retruded position of the mandible 
from which it can function lateral- 
ly in both directions. In other 
words, at the point of the Gysi 
gothic arch. 

I think we all find, as you evi- 
dently have, that there are cases 
where the patient, from too great 
closure of the bite, from habit or 
some jaw abnormality, persists in 
functioning with the mandible in 
a somewhat protruded position. In 
such a case I set the teeth with 
considerable overjet and try to oc- 
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clude them so that they will bal- 
ance and function in any position 
in which the jaw may close.—V. 
CLYDE SMEDLEY. 


Exposed Roentgenograms 


Q.—I am enclosing roentgenograms 
of right and left parotid areas of a 
patient. 

Some time ago I began finding sha- 
dows on my roentgenograms in routine 
dental examinations. The results shown 
in these roentgenograms are typical 
conditions in a large percentage of my 
patients, these being almost identical 
with about a hundred others. It is be- 
ginning to have the proportions of an 
epidemic. 

Some of these patients give no his- 
tory, others have a mild inflammation, 
and still others a slight discomfort. 

I have had no success in taking roent- 
genograms of the submaxillary and sub- 
linguals, so I do not know if these 
show similar conditions. 

In routine questioning it develops 
that most of these patients have been 
eating the widely advertised vitamins. 
Whether this is even remotely connect- 
ed with my findings, I do not know. 

Any suggestion you may offer will be 
greatly appreciated.—J. L. H., South 
Carolina. 


A.—I believe the roentgeno- 
grams enclosed with your letter 
were placed between the alveolus 
and cheek and exposed in an en- 
deavor to show the parotid gland. 
I do not believe it is possible to 
place a film far enough back to 
show the parotid gland. We often 
find a little deposit of calcium in 
the blood vessels of the cheek so I 
imagine the small radiopaque 
spots seen in your roentgenograms 
are either muscular or blood ves- 
sel deposits of calcium. The same 
thing may apply to your other 
films.—GrorcE R. WARNER.
